such items as a seed plot of at least 
19 acres provide high 
quality seed for the land to be seeded 
the following year. 
argue about this as the increased 
yields and quality of grain grown 
from such seed is obvious to all grain 
growers. 

Another point for consideration is to 
build up the farm. During times of 
prosperity a farmer should be build 
ing up his land so that if times of 
can plow the land 
being enriched and extend his operat- 
ions to keep his income at a high 
level. If grass or forage is planted 
'the land goes out of eash production, 
therefore, no income tax on that prop- 
| erty; in addition an allowance on in- 
come tax can be deducted. for seed 
| purchased. This field should be fertil- 
ized each spring to enrich the soil and 
increase the hay crop. Forage does 
not ‘remove phosphorus from the land 
as does a grain crop. Nature makes a 
small amount of minerals availble 
each year but not as much as is re- 
quired for grain crops. If you reason 
back to the time when your land was 
new and compare the yields then and 
now you will note that we received

Free trees are supplied to farmers 
| in the Prairie Provinees for shelter- 


belt planting by the Dominion Forest 
Nursery Stations at Indian Head and 
Sutherland, Sask. These trees are 
grown and distributed by the Stations. 
Broadleaf trees are supplied free of 
charge. while a small charge is made 
for evergreen trees, the planters pay- 
| ing express charges on shipment. Up 
to and including the Spring of 1946, 
over 200 millions of broadleaf trees 
have been distributed to more than 
1,000 planters every year, and practic- 
ally five millions of evergreen trees 
to more than 800 planters annually. 

For the most part, the Forest Nurs- 
ery Stations and the planters have 
concentrated attention on establishing 
| farm and home shelter belts for the 
purpose of providing protection to 
people, livestock, gardens, and build- 
ings, but during the past 15 years 
| many farmers have given some attent- 
ion to planting field shelterbelts for 
the purpose of improving conditions 
for crops grown under field condit- 
ions.
